PRESIDENT TAFT WANTS 


A UNITED PARTY AND 


WILL IGNORE FACTIONS 


Says Recent Primaries and Conventions Prove 


Progressives Express Republican Sentineit 


in Many States-Will Not Discrinittte 


in Handing Out Federal Patronage. 


BEVERLY, Sept. 15.—Beverly was not a little puz- 


zled tonight as to the exact meaning of the letter made 
public here today in which Secretary Charles D. Norton, 
reflecting the views of President Taft, announced that 
the policy of withholding patronage from Progressive 
Senators and Represenatives had been abandoned and 
that it was the purposd of the administration to treat all 
Republicans alike. The letter was written to an unnamed 
political leader in Iowa, an Insurgent stamping ground. 


No interpretation of the document could be obtain- 


ed from official sources. It was admitted that a variety 
of interpretations might be placed upon it from the view 
point of different political observers, but it was insisted 
that the letter was simply a formal announcement of a 
policy that soon would have been discovered in various 
appointments of postmasters that are about to be made 
in some of the Progressive states. 


The suggestion that the letter seemed to indicate si 


turn toward the Progressives on the part of President 
Taft was met by a statement that President Taft always 
has been a "progressive" liimself and that his-record 
for Progressive legislation during his first year in office 
has never been equalled by any other Republican ad- 
ministration. 


.It was not admitted at the executive offices that 


recent Progressive success in states like! Iowa, Kmumg, 
California and Wisconsin had influenced th* President. 
Neither was it admitted that results in these-states were 
at all displeasing^to him. Taft dedwwi.l«st-.wa*ttf: J^-. 
'his test of real RepriblicaniBm %as support'of "titi^paj?- 
ty's nation! platform. All the Progressive states htvc 
announced fealty to this nlatform and the President u 
said to be more than willing to tak« the Prognessirj 
leaders at their word and he assuredly will give their. 
en opportunity this winter to carry some more of the 
platform pledges into effect. 


The President declares through Norton that the 


value of federal patronage has been greatly over-esti- 
mated, but taken for what it may be worth, he does not 
propose to let it stand any longer as a hindrance to 
party harmony. 


Distinct objection, is raised at Beverly these days to 


the term "Insurgent." On the other hand there is a dis- 
position to point out many of Taft's utterances and acts 
of the part as evidence of a real progressiveness. on his 
part. It is also pointed out the President has had to work 
with the machinery his party gave him. It is estimated 
that in the speech he is to deliver before the National 
League of Republican clubs in New York on October 1 
the President will have something to say of his own 
Progressiveness. This does not mean radicalism or ram- 
pant-Insurgency, it is pointed out, but a recognition of 
the real Progressive movement. Meantime the Norton 
letter is to be allowed to speak for itself without further 
explanation.
